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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on June 29, 
2007. Claims 1-22 are pending in the present application. 

Double Patenting 

2. As the Terminal Disclaimer filed by the applicant is approved, the 
double patenting rejection is withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to an echo cancellation device for use in a full 
duplex communication system, wherein the full duplex communication 
system comprises a transmitter and a receiver. Claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of the echo cancellation device comprises: 
wherein the filter has a transfer function and the transfer function is 



corresponding to a parasitic capacitance. The examiner interprets this 
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transfer function consisting of a parasitic capacitance C e , as expressed by 
Equations (4 ) and (5). The specification (see paragraphs [0026] through 
[0030]) supports the derivation of this low pass transfer function. Fig. 3 
illustrates consideration of an unavoidable parasitic capacitance in a 
practical circuit, and Fig. 4 shows a block diagram of the fast Ethernet 
device involving echo cancellation circuit (410) in conjunction with low pass 
filter (420). The prior art of record does not teach this limitation. Therefore, 
claim 1 is indicated allowable. Claim 10 contains a similar limitation, and 
hence is indicated allowable. Claims 2-9 being dependent from claim 1 
and claims 1 1-22 being dependent from claim 10 are also indicated 
allowable.
